CEO Brian Schollard arrived at the meeting at 7:34 pm.

Question was raised regarding how many non-working, non-registered
vehicles are allowed on premises. He informed the Board that only one is allowed.
CEO Schollard said he would really like to focus on pools. He would need to check
on who has a pool and write a letter to the pool owners. Regarding the Union Hotel
CEO Schollard said he will check on the content of the letter that has been sent to
the owner. He added that as it stands right now it cannot be considered an unsafe
structure.

CEO Schollard informed the Board he prefers to use his personal cell phone
for communications rather than using the Village issued cell phone. He said he
would get much more use out of having a digital camera to create a pictorial log of



some of the property issues the Village has.
